Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. - 

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land. 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

CALLING A MAN A LIAR 


Places In the United States Where it 
is a Crime 


The other day a resident In Louls- 
ville, Kentucky, expressed his opinicn 
to another man that he was a dirty 
Har, and was promptly knocked down. 
He commenced an action for assault, 
but lost the case. The judge declared 
from the Bench that to call another 
man a liar was to deliver him a blow, 
and honorably discharged the defend- 
ant. 

It is a justifiable defence in any of 
the American States to claim that the 
man you have assaulted has first 
called you a liar. A Bill containing 
such a provision was introduced in the 
Texas Legislature some years ago, and 
has not yet been repealed. The sena- 


tor who introduced the Bill declared 
that he based it on a law which makes 
the offensive use of the word a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a $25 fine. 

Calling a man a lar is not only an 
offence against the law in Virginia; 
it ig a crime. There is a law on the 
statute-books of that State which 
reads as follows: “If any person shall, 
in the presence or hearing of another, 
curse or abuse such person or use any 
violently abusive language to such 
person concerning himself or any of 
his female relatives In circumstances 
reasonably calculated to provoke a 
breach of the peace, he shall be deem- 
ed guilty of misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than 
$1.25, nor more than $30." $ 

To call a man a liar in Georgia is 
slander, for which one may be pun- 
ished by a fine of $1,000, or !mprison- 
ment for a year, or both. The defend- 
ant has the right, however, to prove 
his charge and go clear. On the ¢erimi- 
nal side of the courts the law holds, 
as it does in Kentucky, that the lie 
constitutes the first blow and justifies 
violent response. 

In Arkansas the use of the epithet 
is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine. In Mississippi it Is not specifi 
cally mentioned in the Jaws, but all in- 
sulung words are made civilly action- 
able. In South Carolina it is not a 
crime, but may be used as a basis of 
clvil action for defamation of charac- 
ter. 

In North Carblina the user of the 
epithet and the man to whom it is ap- 
plied are held equally guilty in cases 
of assault and battery. But every 
State is careful to warn the public 
that “all words which, from their usual 
construction and common acceptation, 
are construed as Insults and tend to 
violence and breach of the peace shal] 
be actionable.”

in the older countries. 

Scotch people are credited with an 
especial amount of superstjtion and 
an especial faith in “the little people,” 
and it was to a doctor of Scotch birth, 
though of practical temperament, that 
the following incident happened: Ha 
was driving in the course of his prac: 
tice late one night on an Ontario road, 
when his horse suddenly stopped and 
‘nothing could induce it to go farther, 
The doctor urged and coaxed and won. 
dered, and then there occurred to him 
an old saying, that fairies could be 
seen by looking between a horse's 
ears. He looked, and behold, he saw 
an {immense procession of little green 
folk crossing the road in front of him, 
and not until the whole procession had 
passed could the horse be induced ta 
go on. : 

This gift of abnormal sight on the 
part of horses, dogs, black sheep and 
other animals, as well as the orig nu 
of the belief that the supernatural 
may be seen between a horse’s ears, 
‘Was touched on by Mr. W. J. Wintem. 
berg at the last meeting of the Can. 
dian Folklore Society, and from h:. 
paper, entitled, “Seeing the Invisible,’ 
I takee the excerpts quoted below, 

“A dog or a horse, and more espe 
‘cially a mare, often sees a spir.t 
when it is invisible to the human eye. 
The mysterious manner in which doga 
and horses betray fear w! Tore Ig 
apparently nothing to dreav howl 
ing of the former by night ana the wild 
rushes of the latter, doubticss led tg 
this opinion.” 

The belief that one can sce th- 
vision seen by a horse or a howlins 
dog by looking between its ears, prob 
ably had its origin in the belief com 
mon among niost nations, that the {:.- 
visible may be seen through holes 
“Knot-holes in wood, called elfbore in 
Scotland, are popularly ascribed t: 
fairies, through which, also, it is be- 
Neved they themselves creep. It was 
customarily believed that by looking 
through certain consecrated rings or 
stones with holes in them, or a wreath 
of verbena, that the sight would be 
improved.” 

The superstition of being able to sec 
the supernatural through holes has 
taken different forms at different 
times, and in different countries, “In 
Norway the peasant extends himsel! 
on the ground on his elbows and kneeg 
and looks backward between his legy 
towards a hill, by this means bein; 
able to see the Huldrefolk, In Pom. 
erania, Hungary, Scotland, Germany 
exist similar traditions. 

“Looking through the rounded arm 
enables one to see spirits. One day as 
bBome people were going past the Oden. 
berg in Germany they heard the roll 
of drums, but saw nothing. A wise 
man bade them look one after another 
through the ring formed by his arm 
held akimbo; immediately they saw a 
multitude of soldiers engaged in mili. 
tary exercises, going in and out of the 
mountain.” 

There are all gorts of thin 8—- 
bridle, a sieve, a lock of hair—thraugh 
which one may see ghosts, but trad}. 
tions always make it through a hole.

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HANDLING POISON IVY 


How to Protect Yourself From an 
Attack 


Recently a young man engaged in 
tearing down a fence was poisoned on 
the hands by ivy, and as soon as he 
was cured he set about devising means 
to protect himself against future at- 
tacks. There were hundreds of rods 
of old fence to be torn down at once 
and fence rows cleaned, so delay 
would do no good and it was im pozsi- 
ble to get help. The long tendrils 
were woven about the posts, old pieces 
of’ boards, bits of rail, and the shrub- 
bery that had grown up along the 
fence, so that practically every bit of 
the ground was infected with the poi- 
son. 

In the first place he put on long 
gloves of heavy material, and then 
drew stout old Stocking legs over his 
sleeves above the gloves to protect 
the wrists and arms. In this way he 
escaped the scratches that so quickly 
are infected, and he could work with 
more freedom because he was not on 
the lookout constantly to avoid touch- 
ing the vines. With an old pitchfork 
he quickly forked them out of the way 
to dry, and later they were placed on 
the bonfire with the same tool. 

In cutting down the vines he used 
a long iron or spud sharpened at the 
end, 80 that the roots could be easily 
cut underground. Of course, where 
they were tangled around the boarda 
and posts and wires, large hedge trim- 
mers had to be used in clipping them, 
but the spud cut off the roots very 
easily. Great care was taken not to 
handle the tools with the bare hands 
after they had been used in the potson. 

The farmer always stood so the 
wind would not blow in his face, and 
thus bring the Infection, and he avoid: 
ed wiping his warm face with a hand- 
kerchief touched by the poison. 
Occasionally he had a touch of the old 
trouble, but almost the entire fence 
was cleared away and the brush dis- 
posed of in comfort.

Not only did the Liberals of Sas- 
katchewan drag this question into 
the campaign, but the entire Grit 
party throughout the Dominion 
helped it along. The Toronto Globe, 
the Winnipeg Free Press, the Mon- 
treal Witness, the Vancouver Sun, 
the Edmonton Bulletin and Calgary 
Albertan all helped the. idea along. 

This bringing of federal politics 
into provincial affairs is to be de- 
plored, as it promotes class legis- 
tation and tends to set up the west 
against the east. 

When the Liberal government was 
appealing to the people in Quebec a 
few weeks ago reciprocity was kept 
strictly out of the contest, as that 
province would have gone Conserva- 
tive if that had been the cry. 

‘. Mr. Haultain’s wobbling on the 
question last fall had not a little 
to do with the result also, but the 
greatest factor in the result was the 
fact that under the new election act 
from fifty to one hundred Conserva- 
tive electors were left off the lists in 
every electoral riding in the province. 
This was enough to defeat the Con- 
servative opposition hands down, 
and the result is only what might 
have been expected after the raw 
deal handed out to the people of 
Saskatchewan by the Scott govern- 
mont.

THE HEAT WAVE. 


last 
week was very severe and great loss 
of life resulted, especially among 
children. In Montreal alone, for the 
seven days preceding the heat wave, 
92 deaths of children under 5 years 
of age took place. The first three 
days of last week alone 112 deaths 
of children under five took place, 
of 65 extra 
deaths in three days in the one city 

Think of the sorrow caused by heat 
in that one city, you mothers — of 
little ones, who are complaining of 
the wet and cold weather of Alber- 
ta. 

In the same city the water supply 
is giving out, and the public baths 
and drinking fountains are closed. 

In Pittsburg five deaths, in Phila- 
delphia three deaths, in New York 
ten deaths, all caused by the heat, 
took place in one day. 

In some parts of the south-western 
States the crops are almost destroy- 
ed by the heat. 

The people who are complaining 
about the wet and cool weather, 
should count up their blessings. 

We have the promise of the great- 
est crop in the history of the prov- 
ince, and all we need is warm, 
sunshine, and we believe we

of bank mergers which, if consolidat- 
ed, will be disastrous to the welfare 
of the Dominion at large. 

As an eastern exchange has proper- 
ly said, the more bank mergers there 
are the less likelihood will there be 
of loans and accommodation for the 
small business men, who most of 
all need help. Let this facet. soak 
home to the minds of the pcople and 
there will be such an outcry against 
further mergers that the government 
must certainly give heed to it. 

In the United States a_ perfectly 
solvent bank was forced to the wall 
and the names of good men connect- 
ed dragged in the dirt because a 
dominant and dangerous money trust 
controlled the situation. Canada has 
been free so far from this sort of 
thing, but the trend of affairs leads 
one to think it will not be long be- 
fore Canada will be as bad as the 
United States. 

Whcre the headquarters of a bank 
is, there the money will be, and there 
the big interests will be also; and 
there are no funds left here for the 
enterprises that may need them in 
the province.

A RECORD OF GAIN AND LOSS. 


Last week we referred editorially 
to the fact that the Government's 
loss on the administration of hail 
insurance had been half a million in 
three years, and that this business, 
in which companies charging lower 
rates were making large profits, the 
Government had felt themselves 
obliged to abandon. 

Unfortunately for the province, 
this is not the only matter which 
the Government fave handled at a 
loss to the people. Take the A. & 
G. W. Was there ever a bargain 
made by a responsible provincial gov- 
ernment more calculated to entail 
loss to the province and gain to 
unknown but suspected private indi- 
viduals? This bargain was so rotten 
that even the Judges admitted in 
their majority report tha‘ many 
circumstances were extrem. y  sus- 
picious. The proper length of this 
line should have been 240 miles, the 
actual distance, but 110 miles were 
allowed for sidings of thé cheapest 
possible construction.. The distance 
of 350 miles was guaranteed over the 
same country as the Sifton Govern- 
ment have guaranteed over to Fort 
McMurray at $15,000 per mile and 
to Peace River at the same rate. 
This difference would have meant 
that if the A. & G. W. had gone 
through as it stood, the people would 
have lost nearly two millions, which 
somebody else would have made as a 
profit. Who would have been inter- 
ested in the division of this graft? 
The average voter has a_ shrewd 
suspicion. This one deal is a loss 
record sufficient to put any govern- 
ment. out of business, were it not 
for the Government machinery for 
preventing the people giving free 
expression at the polls to their pol- 
itical opinions. 

Mr. Sifton's Government came to 
power without an appeal to the elec- 
torate and straightway took the A. 
& G. W. matter in hand with a view 
to its settlement and the result 
was that abortive thing called con- 
fiscation. Here the record of loss 
took a long step forward, for it is 
not merely a financial loss which 
this Sifton policy has brought to 
the province, but a loss of honor 
and a loss of prestige and financial 
credit in the markets of the world. 

The province is paying 5 per cent. 
on the A. & G. W. money which is 
tied up in litigation, and has al- 
ready paid two years’ interest 
amounting to $750,000, and yet we 
have not even had the use of the 
money, eithér for railway building, 
for which it was subscribed, nor for 
anything else. Add to this enormous 
loss the cost of litigation, and the 
loss of the railway to the vast re- 
sources of the northland, and there 


is a total loss greater even than 
would have been the loss by graft 
had the original scheme been carried 
out. : 

The present Government have re- 
peated the A. & G. W. deal in the 
Edmonton and Dunvegan and B. G. 
railway, which is the same length, 
350 miles, the same guarantee per 
mile, $20,000, over the same kind of 
country, .and with the same rake-off 
as g possibility, but presumably with 
a different bunch to share the 
spoils, unless it should be that Cross 
has corrupted his way back to the 
Cabinet to be in time for the gather- 
ing of the eagles around the car- 
cass. 

Another matter which represents a 
loss to the province is the amend- 
ment to the statute with regard to 
the tax on lands outside of school 
lands which, prior to the last ses- 
sion, was devoted to education, and 
which the ‘amendment referred to 
diverts to general revenue. This mon- 
ey runs into thousands of dollars, 
and under present arrangements is at 
the disposal of Order in Council, 
which means that the Government 
can practically spend this money as 
they choose. 

But any fair criticism of the Gov- 
ernment’s record must also take ac- 
count of what has been saved the 
province by the wisdom and _fore- 
sightedness of those in office. We 
may therefore call attention to the 
fact that during the recent session 
the present Government reduced the 
hospital grant from 35 cents per day 
per patient to 25 cents, thereby sav- 
ing to the government of the prov- 
ince some thousands of dollars. But 
even this gain is not 
corresponding loss, for it entails on 
the part of the Government a_ loss 
of character and of charity, and it 
means a loss of hundreds and _ in 
some cases thousands of dollars to 
every city and town in the province 
where there is a hospital. To bring 
it right home this reduction will 
mean to the town of Red Deer a 
loss of something like seven or eight 
hundred dollars. : 

Tt will be seen from these facts 
that the province has been robbed in 
connection with almost every big 
expenditure which has been punder- 
taken, and that the Government 
have reduced money grants to the 
hospitals and have taken away 
thousands of dollars .from education, 
diverting this money to general rev- 
enue and possibly to political cor- 
ruption,

HURTING ALBERTA’S CREDIT. 


(Calgary Herald) 

Alberta is paying four and g half 
percent. on £1,500,000 of treasury 
notes which Premier Sifton has sold 
in London. It is understood that 
the money has been raised in the 
form of treasury, notes because the 
premier failed in his effort last sum- 
mer to place regular bonds of Alber- 
ta on the London market. 

The above facts mean that this 
province is paying a higher rate of 
interest for the money it borrows 
than has been paid even by some 
Canadian municipalities. Alberta's 
credit on the London market is not 
good, and the eredit of every Alber- 
ta enterprise is affected thereby. 

The electors of the province ehould 
seriously consider what has been done 
to them by the two Liberal gov- 
ernments that have administered the 
affairs of Alberta. The first govern- 
ment ‘‘put over’’ the A. & G. W. deal. 
It was a bad deal, though not as 
bad as the actions of the government 
tried to remedy it. Premier Sifton 
injured Alberta’s reputation when he 
repudiated a debt contracted in Lon- 
don with the endorsement of the 
province. The result of his folly is 
shown in the straits to which he is 
being put today for funds. 

The provincial government has 
played ducks and drakes with our 
credit, and if we leave it long enough 
in power and give it wide enough 
scope it will greatly injure the fair 
prospects of Alberta and the business 
Prospects of every man in it. 


NEN QUST. WORK 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 11.—The heat 
and storm took five lives here yes- 
terday and prostrated many. Duritig 
the afternoon a_ severe electrical 
storm swept through western Pen- 
nsylvania, and the thermometer slid 
from 90 to 67 in less than a_ half 
hour, 

Dr. A. Haskin, aged 26, while driv- 
ing from his home in Ellsworth to 
Westview, was struck and killed by 
lightning. 

Wm. B. McClarkey, aged 50, drop- 
ped dead after drinking a glass. of 
ice water, 

Charles E. Marker, aged 10, 
at his home of heat prostration. 

Christopher Higgins, aged 60, of 
Braddock, died while walking to 
work. 

Workmen in the steel mills at 
Homestead, Braddock and Duquesne 
are suffering severely from heat.

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The Cadets at Calgary 


Mr. Youmans reports the cadets 
had a good time in spite of the rain 
and cold wind. 

A fully equipped hospital catered 
to the few sick ones. There were 
none wounded, but ice cream, pop, 
peanuts, fresh bread, rain, hot | sun 
and cold winds— 

After three days instruction in 
squad company and batallion drills, 
and in signalling, scouting, ete., the 
boys were given a practical illustra- 
tion of the value of field tactical ex- 
ercises by a sham battle on the 
fourth day, the Blues, Kdmgnton and 
their allies, against the Browns, 
Calgary and their allies, the Red 
Deer contingent being among the 
Browns. 

Mr. Youmans interviewed a number 
of*the boys and procured the follow- 
ing survivors’ stories of the sham 
battle : 

Arnold Cave, Red Deer, 
years of age‘ 

On Monday morning, June 24th, 
our teacher, Miss Il'artry, gave us 
out some bills about the cadet 
training camps the following week. 
My mother gave me her written 
permission to go, and 1 was looking 
eagerly forward for a whole week. 
1 packed my grip, and on Tuesday, 
July 2nd, we started for camp on tha 
special train at nvoon, and arrived 
at Calgary at half past four. 

We lined up at the station and 
marched to the armory, and lined up 
inside. After a while Mr. Brown 
called us into a back room and gave 
us some biscuits and peanuts. After 
that I asked Mr. Youmans if we 
might go outside. Hc said ‘‘Yes, il 
you keep coming in to see when sup- 
per is ready.” We played outside, 
firing stones into the river and at’ 
an old building, till I saw them get- 
ting supper ready. We had corned 
beef, ham, salmon, bread, cheese, and 
coffee. After washing my dishes 1 
went down town for a while. They 
were making the beds when 1 got 
back, so I helped them. We took off 
our shoes and played on the beds till 
dark, then we lay down to, sleep— 
some of us did, others kept up and 
made q noise. Some awoke at three 
or four o’elock and awakened — the 
rest of us. We all went down to the 
river and had a wash. Then we had 
breakfast, then I went with some 
other boys across the river and 
viewed the mountains and the city, 
then we had, a muddy time getting 
to the cave and hack again. Then 
we marched to the street cars, rode 
to Mount Royal and marched to 
the camp. : 

Mr. Moore showed us a large tent 
for our headquarters. 

T was not in the battle on Satur- 
day, for [ was on duty clearing up 
the cook room till the battle was 
half over, but I saw part of it. 

STORY NO. 4. : 

George Dickson, of Norwood school, 
Edmonton, who was in the battle, 
said: Our boys were ordered out 
‘with small hats on.’’ Our company 
was on the right flank and marched 
two miles to a little valley, where 
they served out fifteen rounds 0 
ammunition each. Major MeGreggor 
called all of our officers aside and 
told them the plan of the battle. 

The companies marched off as the 
Major had directed the captains 
Then we took our distance ‘‘six pac 
es apart,’’ and marched to the top 
of the little hill on which we were to 
line and took our ‘‘dressing by 
right.”", Our captains sent our scouts 
about a hundred yards ahead of us 
to spy so that we would not have 
to be popping up all the time to sec 
where the enemy was. It- began rain- 
ing. Me were in a very uncomfort- 
able position on the hill. 

Some of our scouts spied the enemy 
and gave us the signal ‘‘Enemy in 
large numbers’? (both hands raised 
high). Our captain(pro tem) Cowper 
saw the signal and passed the word 
along the line to us. 

One of our boys on the right flank 
espied a couple of scouts of  th> 
enemy; he passed the word down the 
line to the captain. We then got 
another signal from our scouts on 
the front that ‘‘the enemy were ad 
vaneing in large numbers,” and the 
captain in charge of each of the 
companies gave the command ‘At 
the enemy—at five hundred yards— 
fire.”’ 

While we were firing at the enemy

in front, they tried to surround us | 


on-our right flank. The captains 
passed the word along that we were 
to retreat down into the valley and 
up on the next hill. Norwood com- 
pany then took the side facing the 
enemy, and getting the command 
“Rapid firing,’’ we blazed away at 
them till our ammunition ran out. 
Captain Stapleton (Principal of 
Queens Avenue School) sounded the 
“Rally.” All the companies on the 
right flank gathered on the — hill, 
and the batallion gathered on the 
plain. Ammunition was collected and 
we marched back “at case.”

Regina, July 13.—The political sit- 
uation shows little change, returns 
of the election received up to mid- 
night not materially changing the 
standing of parties. Six seats are 
now credited to the opposition, and 
in four seats the results are still 
uncertain, very few returns having 
been received. It is likely, however, 
that three of these will go Liberal, 
and at most the Conservatives do 
not expect to do better than split 
even on the four seats.

An official statement has been sent

While his stay in Red Deer will .only 
be one hour, from nine to ten in the 
morning of Sept. 5th,- it will be 
long enough to show the Governor- 
General of this great Dominion that 
he has no more loyal subjects’ in 
Canada than are to be found in our 
fair town. Red Deer has the proud 
distinction of being the only town in 
the province of Alberta honored by a 
visit. from the vice regal party. The 
full announcement ‘is as follows : 

His royal highness will arrive in 
Edmonton on the morning of ‘Tues- 
day, September 3, next, and will re- 
main there unti] 11°30 the next even- 
ing, when he will entrain for Cal- 
gary, stopping at Red Deer from 9 
to 10 o’clock the next morning and 
will arrive in Calgary at 2 o'clock 
p.m., the 5th. The duke will remain 
in the vicinity of Calgary until the 
8th, and will officially open the irri- 
gation works near Cileichen on the 
7th. 

His Royal Highness will then tour 
British Columbia, and on returning 
will visit Macleod on the evening of 
October 8, remaining there until 3.30 
the next afternoon.

He completed his course, and is now 
holding a responsible position. | No 
young man who would succeed in 
business should have anything to do 
with the cigarette. 

Edwin C. Dinwiddie, national elec- 
toral superintendent of the Internat- 
ional Order of Good Templars, says : 

“Tt is my firm conviction, after 
years of observation, that the cigar- 
ette is most injurious and productive 
of evil, both physical and moral, to 
those who use it. 

I will state further that there are 

two or three cities in Ohio which 
have a larger city debt than Des 
Moines, and each one of these cities 
has more saloons than has Des 
Moines.

Two years from this time I again 
made an examination of the accounts 
of the above-mentioned city. T found 
every one of these empty buildings 
vecupied by some legitimate — busi- 
ness. New business blocks had been 
erected, one banking interest had al 
roady erected a very commodious ce- 
ment structure, and another had its 
foundation started. A business man 
told me conditions were better, as 
the laboring people were able to pay 
for what they bought. 
. “fT asked one of the city officials 
as to what he thought of the change 
and he said he had been converted to 
the change, as he was an officer in 
one of the banks and the small sav- 
ings deposits in his bank had in 
creased aver one hundred thousand 
dollars, and by enquiry he had 
found the deposits of the other 
banks had increased accordingly. 

“After discovering the facts I have 
here enumerated, IT am convinced the 
saloon is a curse tg any city.”’

SIXTY-WINE KILLED IN 
MINE EXPLOSION 


Fatalities Minimizcd by Presence of 
Royalty as Few Miners Were Be- 
low. 


Conisbrough, Eng., July 10.—The 
oodies of sixty-nine victims of a ser- 
ies of explosions in the Cadeby col- 
liery this morning have been brought 
to the surface. It is feared that a 


crease the death roll to 80. Of the 
‘illed 30 were mine workers, the 
others were men who went into the 
pits to rescue those entombed 
Among these are three government 
inspectors, including Wm. Henry 
Pickering, chief inspector of mines, 
Yorkshire and North Midland dis- 
trict, who was to have explained to 
‘King George and Queen Mary this 
afternoon the workings of another 
Yorkshire colliery. 

The King yesterday visited a col- 
liery adjacent to the one in’ which 
the explosion occurred today. The 
pres:nee of their majesties in the 
district greatly minimized the fatal- 
ities, because the miners were cele- 
brating and had taken a_ holiday. 
Therefore, instead of the usual 136, 
only 32 men were working in that 
part of the mine where the accident 
Happened. Thirty of these were kill- 
_d outright, and one, manager of the 
pit, was brought up alive, but died 
tonight. The first explosion which 
killed the miners occurred early in 
the morning. It was followed by an 
explosion about five o'clock in the 
afternoon, which resulted in the col- 
lapse of the roof overwhelming the 
rescue brigade. The King and Queen 
visited the scene last night and per- 
sonally expressed their sympathy. 


ALCOHOLIC INTEMPERANCE. 

“You may spade up the ocean as 
much as you like, and harrow _ af- 
terward if you care—but the moon 
still will lead the tides, and the 
winds will form ‘their surface.’’ This 
is Oliver Wendell Holme’s way of 
saying that you cannot change the 
ocean. It is just as impossible to 
change the great sea of human life 
by misdirected effort. 

We are in the midst of a terrific 
struggle against intemperance. The 
excessive use of ‘alcoholic drinks is 
an unmitigated evil, attended with 
the most disastrous physical results, 
—results so startling that it makes 
this one of the great economic ques- 
tions’ before the civilized world to- 
day. 

But to restrict temperance or in- 
temperance to the use or nonuse of 
alcoholic liquors is simply restrict- 
ing one’s efforts only to the fruit- 
gathering. To expect to wage a suc- 
cessful warfare against this gigantic 
evil in this restricted sense is like 
cutting off the boughs of the tree 
in order to kill it. The tree only 
grows stronger and produces more 
branches. When the great prophet 
appeared in the wilderness, he said, 
“And now also the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees.” We must 
apply this principle to the tree of 
intemperance, and then permanent 
success will crown our efforts. 

Intemperanee, in) whatever form, 
has its beginning fn the home ; and 
therefore the solution of this great 
problem lies largely in home train- 
ing. Educators may educate, and 
preachers may preach, but if fathers 
and mothers do not practice, but 
little will be accomplished. 

Children who are not early taught 
self-control, and who are not — re- 
stricted in what they eat and when 
they eat, who are fed on highly seas- 
oned foods and an abundance © of 
meat, with the later use of tea and 
coffee, are receiving early but fore- 
ible lessens in intemperance, and sub- 
sequently this is manifested in great- 
er excess of temper and passion. 
‘Every perverted appetite becomes 
a warring lust.”” 

The principle of — temperance 
should be carried out in all the 
details of home life. Self-denial 
should be taught to children, and 
enforeed upon them, as’ far as is 
consistent, from) babyfood. They 
should early learn to eat to live, 
and not live to eat. 

The body is the masterpiece — of 
creation, and therefore should he 
given as sacred regard as an indivi- 
dual gives to his character and good 
name. The object of life is the for- 
mation of a right character, which 
will make one a useful member of 
society. Nothing so effectually de 
feats this: great purpose as intem- 
perance. A writer has saida ‘‘The 
most profoundly efficacious —temper- 
ance man is the temperate man. Not 
by wind power, ngt by water power, 
but by power of example, he reforms 
others. His conduct is a moral pro- 
hibitory act. His practise preaches. 
l His influence enforces constitutional
